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REMARKS

Claims 7-16 are currently pending. Claims 1-6 have been cancelled, and claims 15 
and 16 have been amended. 

The Examiner rejected claims 15 and 16 imder 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph, for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 15 and 16 have been amended in accordance with the Examiners suggestion to 
overcome the rejection under 35 USC § 1 12. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully 
requested to withdraw the outstanding rejection of the claims and to pass this application to 
issue.
